The national school sit- 
uation, the lack of classrooms 
and teachers, amounts to a na- 
tional scandal. It's been mount- 
ing 
gradually,

over a number of years. Some 
lore-sighted 
men have 
been 


praching the doctrine of more 
money for schools f,or years. 
But whatever has been done, or 


has not been done, has not stirred 
public awareness until the past 
few years.

We hope the district ta.Tpayprs 


will respond to the board of edu- 
cation's plea for more tax funds. 
We are almost sure that they 
will. A careful study of the rea- 
sons for the tax rate increase 
will disclose no gimmicks, no 
wastage of tax money. 


We sincerely hope that the board 


and tha schools will continue to 
keep their story before the public. 
This newspaper will do all it can 
to help, for there is no greater con- 
tinuing story than that of educa- 
tion, its a story that should be told 
every day of the year.

Why do we need an increase in the educational tax rate? 
The answer to that is short and simple. The cost of operation in 


schools, like almost everything else, is higher than it used to be, and 
enrollments are larger than ever. 


In addition, the schools are being called upon to do a bigger job in 


education than ever before. 


Concerning money matters, the 


board of education is in the same 
position as the head of a household. 
It costs more to heat the house, 
put meat on the table, and clothe 
the kids than it did a few vean, 
ago.

Accident Victims 


A rural Dixon couple's va- 


cation trip ended in tragedy 
Tuesday afternoon on a nar- 
row north and south stretch 
of highway in south-central 
Iowa. 


Foster, 74, and Maude Guynn 


Reese, 72. Rt. 1, Dixon. were 
killed instantly about 3:30 p.m. 
(CST) when their car collided with 
a semi-trailer truck about 10 miles 
south of Indiananola, la., on Rt. 69. 


According to Towa authorities, 


the- Reese vehicle attempted to 
pass the truck but cut back too 
close in front of it and 
was 


rammed by the heavier vehicle. 


Auto Rolled 


The impact reportedly caused the 


Reese auto to roll over several 
times in the highway before crash- 
ing into a ditch. The truck was 
only slightly damaged. 


Reese, a retired farmer, and "nig 


wife -were returning from a vaca- 
tion trip in Kansas when the mis- 
hap occurred. They lived 011 a farm 
about a mile west of Dixon on Alt. 
Rt. 30.

County Board Approves 
City, Township Levies 
Hears Request From 
Leake for Equipment 


The Lee county board of stipervisois this morning approved city 


and township tax levies for the coming fiscal year and disposed of 
routine business before adjourning its annual session until Oct. 6. 


Tuesday 
afternoon, the 
board 


granted a petition from .East Grove 
township asking for county aid in 
building a 
bridge 
culvert 
and 


turned a request by Co. Supt. ot 
Highways Fred Leake for $16,500 
worth of road equipment over to 
the road and bridge committee. 


The township levies approved by 


the board include only town, pau- 
per, road and bridge, city, special 
and special right-of-way levies — 
not school tax levies. 


Included in the city levies are 


such things as geneial tax levies, 
water woiks bonds, garbage, tax. 
Jibiai-y tax. etc., while such things 
as fire protection and sanitary di.s- 
tiuts are included undet special 
levies. 


<if-ni;rHlly Higher 


The levies, which weie generally 


higher than those okayed last year, 


:ie approved by the board only 


as a forma.hty and are subject to 
modifications and reductions. 


Miss Blcunoi Powell, who cherks 


ihe levies for the county cleik's 
office, said the rates aie usually 
i educed except m the cases of 


na. Manun and South Dixon town- 
ships submitted smaller levies than 
lait year. 


Miss Powell stressed

levies do not necessarily mean 
higher or less taxes next year 
because other factors enter into 
the levies before they are passed 
out in the form of tax bills.

The Dixon city council 


Tuesday night reversed an 
earlier stand by voting unani- 
mously to extend 
daylight 


time in Dixon from the last 
Sunday in September to the 
last Sunday in October. 


The council also endorsed a mo- 


tion to have City Atty. Edward 
Jones prepare a one-way street 
ordinance' and " initiated 
action 


against the Dubuque Packing- Co., 
located at the south edge of Dixon. 


The daylight time vote followed 


a lengthy discussion by the coun- 
cilmen and judging from the reac- 
tions, came as a surprise to the 
members who have supported the 
proposal since it was voted down 
July 5. 


Vote 4-0 


Mayor William Slothower and 


Commissioner L. J. Welch did an 
"about face" on the question and 
joined Commissioners Orval Gear- 
hart and Paul Potts in voting yes. 
Commissioner 
C. Lyle Ballard, 


who helped vote down the propos- 
al in July, was not present at th» 
meeting. 


Gearhart introduced the meas- 


ure by moving that the council's 
earlier action be "reconsidered and 
pointed out that last night was th« 
council's final chance to decide 
.the issue this year. 


Mayor S l o t h o w e r squelched 


Gearhart's motion by informing 
him that a motion to reconsider 
must be presented by one of th« 
commissioners who voted against 
it and must b« passed by a two- 
thirds vote. He added that h« 
could not make the motion al- 
though he previously voted against 
it. The mayor can't introduce » 
motion. 


Welch, seeing that he was tha 


only 
commissioner 
present 
to 


make the motion, immediately did 
so but voted against it. However, 
Mayor Slothower, Potts and Gear- 
hart kept the measure alive by 
voting for it. 


Not Stubborn 


Following the final vote, Mayor 


Slothower remarked. "I'm not go- 
ing to be stubborn about thia 
thing." 


Police and Fire Commissioner 


Potts, one of the critics of the 
proposed one-way street plan last 
winter, introduced the motion to 
instruct the city attorney to pre- 
pare an ordinance for a limited 
one-way street program. 


Potts said that the proposed ord- 


inance will be placed before th« 
council next \\-eek. He added that 
it would be tried out for 90 dayi 
if the council okays the ordinance. 


He said he recommended the 


proposed ordinance because of the 
traffic situation on First Street 
snd hoped that the system would 
speed up the flow of traffic. 


"Another reason for the propos- 


ed ordinance is the overwhelming

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Dime-a-Dozen Homers 


With the four-way American league pennant chase siz- 


zling toward its finish, a good many honest toilers have am- 
ple excuse for postponing their honest toil beyond the Labor 
Day date which traditionally marks the time for buckling 
down.In the days ahead .there'll be a lot of shouting, tension, 
and red-eyed night game watching. Cheers will mount in re- 
current waves as favored "long ball" hitters blast the ball 
over the fence. 
But while all this excitement is going on, permit one ob- 


server to mutter a little heresy about this latter phase of 
today's baseball. Permit him to suggest that there are too 
many home runs. They're cheap—and cheapness can get 
pretty dull after a while. »

Time was when the home run was a majestic blow, a 


real high point in a baseball game. The men who could clout 
home runs consistently were few—an elite band deserving 
of the spotlight. The great names are remembered. Babe 
Ruth, Jimmy Foxx, Mel Ott, Lou Gehrig, these head the list. 
Some of their towering smashes are burned into the memory 
of veteran fans. 


It's not like that any more. Sure, there are some good 


clouters, like Ted Williams, Mickey Mantle, Duke Snider, 
Willie Mays and Ted Kluszewski. But today everybody hits 
homers. Recently, in Baltimore, Larry Doby hit two in one 
game and would have had four except for the size of the park. 


Stringy-looking infielders pop them into the stands. Util- 


ity chaps with anemic batting averages hit them. Pitchers 
who don't get 25 hits in a season hit them. The day is cer- 
tain to come when an umpire dusting off the plate will ac- 
cidentally lay his whisk broom against a pitcher's warm-up 
toss and drill it into the stands. 


It seems that about every other inning or so some name- 


less fellow has just unloaded a shot into the bleachers and 
is trotting around the bases with all the speed of a commuter 
jogging for a bus he knows he can't miss.

In any game that pretends to sustain interest, the real 


excitement is in close conflict, in narrow decision, in the sus- 
pense of a tight moment. In baseball, those things develop 
when the ball is in play on the field and being rifled around 
like mad. 


Everyone knows a home run can stir a crowd. But the 


second the ball lands in some bleacherite's outstretched paw, 
the game is temporarily dead. Batter and base runners 
dutifully mince around the base paths like poodles padding 
after a sure thing. Then the bases are enipty, and for all 
the action, the stands might as well be, too. 


It's only moderate exaggeration to say that baseball is 


in danger of becoming a game of fly balls that are caught 
and fly balls that are out of reach in the stands. Some of 
the magnates who worry about falling attendance and think 
their salvation lies in home runs might raise a questioning 
eyebrow.

Worry or Emotional Strain 
Often Cause of Headaches

"I am 44 years old and have 


had mild high blood pressure for 
many years. For a few years I 
had severe headaches, occasional- 
ly, coming on approximately the 
day 
after 
unusual 
excitement. 


Would you please discuss this sub- 
ject?" So writes Mr. I. G. 


It is true^that headaches are 


not infrequently associated with 
severe high blood pressure and 
probably related to it. However, in 
Mr. G's case it seems much more 
likely that his headaches are re- 
lated more to excitement than to 
his mild hypertension.

ROME—The reason why the Communists are the strongest single 


political element in Italy ten years after the war is that the United 
Stales immediately turned over to the Communists every physical facil- 
ity of government as soon as the Americans moved in. They are not 
the strongest political party in legislative power. But they alone pos- 
sess the unity which is usually the great strength of Communists in 
nations which are host to this parasite. They have 
a voting strength of between eight and nine million. 
There are about two million card-holding members. 


The Communists were recognized by the Ameri- 


can army and Roosevelt administration as the best 
partisan, or underground, force. 
They probably 


were, because the bulk of the population was indif- 
ferent. 
The American military government gave 


them buildings, cash out of the treasury, printing 
and radio facilities and the political prestige of 
American support. It is coming to be said more 
and more that whoever delves into such matters is 
living in the past. But only the past explains the problems and disas- 
ters of the present. 
Our' office of strategic services, under General 


Donovan, was partial to Communists in its work behind the enemy 
lines. The word was passed among the troops to cooperate with the 
Reds as they advanced. Thus, many Americans who had a normal 
detestation of the treachery were brainwashed of their aversion.

theory is heard that the men who murdered Major Holohan, an Ameri- 
can Catholic of Irish' heritage, in a place far behind the lines, were 
Americans who had been prepared to regard him as a Fascist because 
he hated Communists.

is defined as a nuisance. 


Section 1-B states that "any pig 


pen, stable or place in which swine 
or other animals are kept within 
the City or within one mile of the 
City limits which is offensive or 
nauseous to any person in the vic- 
inity thereof" is also a nuisance. 


The penalty, as outlined under 


Article 2, Section 1, for a nuisance 
is a fine of not less than $3 nor 
more thaji $200. The penalty for 
failure to abate a nuisance within 
24 hours after the first conviction 
or any other time designated by 
the court shall be finer! a like 
sum for every 24 hours the nuis- 
ance continues.

feeding dairy cattle. 


One of the striking things that 


he brought out in his remarks 
was that leguhie grass pastures 
wa* the cheapest source of total 
digestible nutrients. Ladion clo- 
\cr pastures showed a cost of 
69 cents for 100 pounds of total 
digestible nutrients, \\hile corn 
silage cost $1.35. 
There is quite a difference in 


methods of harvesting hay to pre- 
serve the total digestible nutrients. 
Barn-dried hay has 530 pounds of 
gram equivalent more than field- 
cured hay. If one weie to use 
wilted silage, he would have 189 
pounds of piotem or more than 4 
bags of cottonseed meal per acre 
over the field-cured hay. This is 
just one of the ways we have to 
watch if we keep the feed cost 
down in producing milk, therefore, 
retaining more profits 
for our- 


selves. There is still no substitute 
for accurate records for our dairy 
herds. 


One of the best ways of cutting 


cost that was pointed out at the 
dairy day program was to make 
the most efficient use of our home 
grown feeds. Dairy farmers mak- 
ing the most money are the ones 
who know how to use their own 
feeds properly and buy as little as 
possible 
You should make your 


grain ration feed the roughage you 
have, available.

When they return this fall the 


justices will hear the party and 
government lawyers in oral argu- 
ments in open court.

Geneva, that Soviet leaders are as 
sincere as he in their desire for 
peace . . . This perspective of the 
peaceful coexistence of the two 
systems is incompatiable with the 
premise of the act."
